To Nevada Tests - 


The Foreign Office yesterday received an invitation 
from the U.S. Atomic Energy Commission to send ob- 
servers to the Nevada nuclear experiments starting 


May 15. 

The invitation is for one 
Japanese defense official and one 
newspaperman, 

Foreign Office sources said 
Japan will probably accept the 
invitation, received through the 
Japanese Embassy in Washing- 
ton, to collect reference mate- 
rial for carrying on Japan's 
campaign to end nuclear weap- 
ons tests. 

The same sources admitted at 
the same time that acceptance 
of the invitation is a delicate 
problem, in the light of Japan’s 
coriinued drive to abolish such 
tests. 

If Japan accepts the invita- 
tion, the Defense Agency at- 
tache at the Embassy in Wash- 
ington will probably attend the 
demonstrations. It was pointed 
out that the limited time before 
the first test precludes sending 
anyone from here. 

Invites 47 Nations 

WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
U.S. Atomic Energy Commission 
(AEC) said Friday it is inviting 
47 nations—including Japan— 
to send military or civil defense 
observers and newsmen to wit- 
ness atomic test explosions in 
Nevada this spring. 

The list does not include any 


LONDON (UP) — Near- 
ly all European nations invit- 
ed to witness the forthcoming 
U.S. atomic test explosions in 
Nevada will send observers, a 
United Press survey indicated 
Saturday. 


Communist countries, 

The foreign representatives— 
easily the largest number of 
foreigners ever permitted to see 
a U.S. nuclear blast—will be 
allowed to watch specific tests 
in the series scheduled to open 
at the Nevada site on May 16. 

The AEC uses that site for 
conventional fission weapons 
tests--not for hydrogen bombs, 
It has said the 1957 tests will be 
of relatively low explosive force. 
The series is due to continue 
through the summer. 

“The purpose of inviting the 
attendance of observers and 
_ news media reporters from these 
47 nations,” the commission said 
in . statement, “is to fzcmiliar- 
ize them with U.S. nuclear weap- 
ons testing policies and opera- 
tions, especially safety pro- 
cedures.” 

Civil defense observers are 
being invited from the North 
Atlantic Treaty Organization 
(NATO) mations. 

Military observers are being 
invited from nations which are 
members of NATO, the South- 
east Asia Treaty Organization, 
the inter-American Defense 
Roard, and the Baghdad Pact. 

All 47 of these countries have 
been told that newsmen from 
their countries may be present 
to report at: least one of the 
test explosions open to Amer- 
ican reporters. Nine such test 
shots have been so designated. 

The AEC said that Canada, 
besides sending military observ- 
ers, will have a small number 
of personnel taking part in the 
military defense phases of the 
test series.

WASHINGTON (INS)—The 

chairman of a special atomic 
subcommittee on radiation 
fallout said Friday that if 
witnesses from Japan or Brit- 
ain desire to testify in his 
forthcoming hearing they 
would be welcome. '_ Rep. 
Chet Hollifield (D-Calif.), who 
will preside Sver the public 
hearings starting May 27, 
said the hearings should run 
about three weeks. The ob- 
jective, he said is to com- 
pile in one document “the 
most authoritative scientific 
information on radiation, for 
the benefit of press and 
public.” 


Test Solution 
Up to Britain, 
U.S.: Bulganin 


Soviet Premier Nikolai Bul- 
ganin, in a letter to the leader 
of the Japanese Socialist’ Party 


disclosed yesterday, said the 
settlement of the problem of 
nuclear tests now depended 


entirely on the attitude of the 
United States and Britain. 

The Bulganin note was in 
reply to two letters sent him 
by Socialist Party Chairman 
Mosaburo Suzuki on March 27 
and April 3. In his appeals, 
Suzuki endorsed the proposed 
ban on nuclear tests and called 
for an immediate suspension of 
experiments conducted within 
Russian territory. 

In his reply, the Soviet Pre- 
mier said his Government had 


immediate and wun- 
conditional suspension of nu- 
clear tests but that the 


U.S. and Britain had turned it 
down. The Soviet Union, he 
said, then expressed its readi- 
ness to discuss with interested 
countries temporary  suspen- 
sion of tests as the first step 
toward an ultimate ban but no 
response has been forthcoming 
from the U.S. and Britain. The 
Bulganin note said it was now 
these two countries’ turn to 
speck out. 

The Russian leader said Su- 
zuki’s assertion that the Soviet 
Union, like Britain, has turned 
down the Japanese Govern- 
ment’s appeal for the suspen- 
sion of nuclear tests was “be- 
yond my comprehension.” 

Bulganin. concluded his note 
with an expression of “hearty 
sympathy” for the mass move- 
ment in Japan calling for a ban 
on atomic weapons and suspen- 
sion of nuclear experiments, 


U.K. Union Asked to Call 


Strike to Protest H-Test 


LONDON (Kyodo-UP)—Two 
branches of. the Electrical 
Trades Union have cailed for a 
24-hour strike against nuclear 
explosions, it was announced 
here Friday night. 

The union’s Salisbury and 
Andover branches have passed 
resolutions asking’ their nation- 
al executive to call the strike 
on the working day following 
the Christmas Island explosions. 

Announcing this, Salisbury 
Branch President George Sutton 
said the strike would be “a pro- 
test against this immoral and 
inhuman experiment.” 


King Saud

BAGHDAD (Kyodo-UP)— 
Saudi Arabia’s King Saud flew 
in here Saturday for a visit 
which ends the traditional feud 
between the Saudi and Hashe- 
mite dynasties. 


It was the first formal State 


monarch to Iraq. 
Saud, wearing formal Arab 


80-strong entourage. 
flew here in two Convair planes 
and one Iragi Airways turbo- 
prop Viscount. 

The Saudi monarch was met 
by King: Feisal and Crown 
Prince Abdul Ilah. Both wore 
field marshal’s uniforms. 

A spokesman for King Saud 
said he has “but one purpose 
and that is to gather all Arabs 
into one unity.” 

The visit started with a few 
minor hitches but nothing over- 
shadowed the warm embrace 
and double cheek-kissing be- 


} tween 22-year-old Feisal and the 


tall, bearded Saud.

Pentagon Lifts Wife Ban; 


Marine Corps Appealing

American Marines in the Far 
East adopted a “wait and see” 
attitude yesterday toward a 
Pentagon order which reverses 
a Marine Corps ban on wives in 
Japan and Okinawa. 

The Pentagon order 
was dampened in the minds of 
Leathernecks by an application 
by the Marine Corps to Defense 
Secretary Charles E. Wilson 
asking for an “exception” as far 
as Marines in the Far East are 
concerned. 

Word of the new Pentagon 
policy order was slow in reach- 
ing the Far East and even Lt. 
Gen. Edwin A. Pollock, com- 
mander of Fleet Marine Forces 
Pacific, who is presently tour- 
ing Asian installations, had not 
received the word. 

Marines contacted for com- 
ment largely just shrugged 
when informed of the new 
order and said they would wait 
to see how the Marine Corps ap- 
peal was settled. 

One Marine officer pointed out 
that it was unlikely any officer 


would permit himself to be. 


| 
quoted publicly “if he cares 
about his career.” 

That “sentiment did not hold 
true last October, however, 
when a Marine Corps directive 
ordered Leatherneck dependents 
out of Japan within 30 days. 

At that time angry Marines 
and their equally angry wives 
blasted the Corps in vivid 


language. 

The new Pentagon order said: 

“In any overseas ‘area where 
dependents of any service are 
authorized to be present. depen- 
dents of all services will be 
authorized unless specific ap- 
proval (of an exception) is 
obtained from Secretary of 
Defense.” 

The Army, Navy and Air 
Force have regularly permitted 
dependents to come and live in 
both Japan and Okinawa—even 
throughout the Korean conflict. 

The Marines, however, have 
maintained that their forces 
must be kept mobile and com- 
bat ready and that wives and 
children around would tie the

Dulles said that rejection of 
the proposed treaty—requiring 
confirmation by two-thirds of 
the Senate—would have a “dis- 
astrous effect” of American 
prestige and bring about the 
agency’s collapse.

WASHINGTON (Kyodo-UP)— 
The Atomic Energy Commis- 
sion announced Saturday that it 
is sending a five-man team of 
experts on the peaceful uses 
of atomic energy to Japan, the 
Philippines and Nationalist 
China. 

Officials said that the team 
will be in Japan next Monday, 
May 13, and remain there until 
May 26. 

While in Tokyo it will parti- 
cipate in a conference on the 
peaceful uses of atomic energy 
which is due to open there May 
13 under the join sponsorship 
of the atomic industrial forums 
of the United States and Japan. 

Members will also consult 
with officials of the Japanese 
Government, Japanese industri- 
alists, scientists, and educators 
concerned with the atomic ener- 
Sy programs of that country. 

The official announcement of 
the mission said that its purpose 
in visiting Japan, Taiwan and 
the Philippines was to serve as 
part of the atoms for. peace pro- 
gram of the United States Gov- 
ernment. 

From Japan the team will go 
to Taiwan and then to the 
Philippines. In both places it 
will discuss the establishment of 
short and medium range atomic 
energy programs for those coun- 


tries. 


Members of the mission are: 
W. T. Mallison, Jr. of the Atomic 
Energy Commission’s division 
of international affairs; Dr. 
George E. Boyd, assistant 
laboratory director, Dr. Kenneth 
Atwood, senior biologist, and 
Dr. Everett T. Blizard, director, 
applied nuclear physics division.

Indications showed late 
last night that today’s second- 
day “strike” by the National 
Railway Workers Union will 
not affect the general public 
as the unionists will concen- 
trate on stalling freight trains. 
Worksite rallies are, however, 
scheduled during the morning 
at 300 railway stations 
throughout the country. 


protest strike. Postal, telephone 
and telegraph workers and Gov- 


ernment monopoly employes 
also carried out workshop 
rallies, 


The impact of the labor's 
action was felt most strongly 
in the National Railway service. 


More, than 180 scheduled 
freight trains and 10 passenger 
trains were cancelled while 188 
passenger trains were delayed 
for an aggregate total of 75 
hours and 75 freight trains, for 
37 hours, 


Most seriously hit was the 
Kyushu area where 41 freight 
trains were halted completely 
and 44 passenger trains were 
delayed behind schedule. 


Altogether, 16,580 railway 
unionists took part in worksite 
rallies held at 300 railway 
stations throughout the country. 
They constituted about 75 per 
cent of the 22,129 ordered by 
union directives to stage the 
rallies. 


Although much smaller in 
scale than the wildcat strike of 
March 25, yesterday’s walkout 
cost the National Railway Cor- 
poration some ¥30 million in 
lost revenue, 


Anticipating another struggle 
action of about the same scale 
today, authorities alerted. rail- 
way security officers and the 
police for the same degree of 
vigilance, 


Non-governmental unions un- 
der the leadership of the Gen- 
eral Council of Japan Trade 
Unions (Sohyo) also lent their 
support to their fellow unions 
of Government enterprise em- 
ployes (Korokyo). In Tokyo, 
4,000 private industry workers 
took part in railway employes’ 
workshop rallies. 


Some 50 Socialist Diet meni- 
bers also joined in the protest 
demonstration.

“Enormous and vastly power- 
ful corporations and combines 
in Germany and Japan are seek- 
ing to acquire from the Ameri- 
can Government assets now 
rightfully belonging to the 
United States,” Wainwright told 
the House, 

“The I. G. Farben interests, 
for example, spent in the neigh- 
borhood of $1,000,000 in legal 
fees alone over the past three 
years to have the cartel’s pro- 
perty returned to Germany.” 

Wainright’s bill would use the 
assets to provide compensation 
for Americans, including those 
who have become citizens since 
the war, for wartime property 
losses suffered in Germany, 
Japan, Albania, Austria, Czecho- 
Slovakia, Danzig, Albania, Ru- 
mania, Lithuania, Yugoslavia, 
Greece and Estonia. 

“The war with Germany has 
been concluded for nearly 12 
years and no one has consider- 
ed compensating American na- 
tionals who had property abroad 
which was damaged or taken 
as a consequence of Nazi ag- 
gression,” Wainwright said. “. . . 
I believe charity commences at 
home. . .and I’m for‘some means 
of paying damages to Americans 
before this source of funds is 
depleted.” 


Sec’y Balao Wants 
Missiles in P.I. 


NEW YORK (Kyodo-UP)— 
Philippine Defense Secretary 
Eulogio Balao said Friday the 
Philippines should have guided 
missiles to strengthen Western 
defenses in the Far East. 

He told the United Press in 
an interview he believed that 
the presence in his country of 
missiles capable of carrying 
nuclear warheads would be a 
further deterrent to Communist

Seen by U.S. Scientist 


HOT SPRINGS, Va. (Kyodo- 
UP)—One of the nation’s lead- 
ing atomic scientists says nu- 
clear tests can continue indefi- 
nitely without harming mankind 
with radioactive fallout. 

Dr. Ernest Lawrence told the 
Commerce Department’s Busi- 
ness Advisory Council the aver- 
age person takes in more na- 
tural radiation after climbing a 
300-foot hill than from the com- 
bined results of all atomic tests 
so far. 

Lawrence, head of the Radia- 
tion Laboratory at the Univer- 
sity of California, said “testing 
can go on at current and plan- 
ned levels indefinitely” without 
causing any harm. 

Lawrence said he “just cannot 
understand” why some reput- 
able scientists believe that 
atomic tests ean result in radio- 
active harm to mankind. All 
tests prove otherwise, he declar- 
ed. He described the views of 
these scientists as “unbeliev- 
able” and “idiotic,”

Kaya Opposed Waging of War

Yet 
many of the Japanese leaders, 
including Kaya, had gained the 
impression that it was an ulti- 
matum, thereby permitting tne 
militarists, headed by Tojo, 
Akira Muto, Kenryo Sato and

others, to sway them. 

“Up until tne Hull note of 
November 26, it was my under- 
stafdifig that both Kaya and 
Togo opposed the militarists’ 
desire to go ahead with the 
waging of war.” 

Kaya said it is in America’s 
interest to defend Japan. He 
said in case of war, Japan would 
not necessarily be a “big plus” 
on the American side. 

“But if Japan should fall 
under Co unist rule,” he said, 
“Japan theri would be a ‘big 
minus’ to the United States. — 

“The Communists would 
create a strong military force 
in Japan—by using force—and 
Japan’s military industry would 
be an important addition to the 
Communist world. This also 
would pave the way for bring- 
ing other Asian nations into the 
Communist bloc. 

“Further, it would mean that 
the U.S. defense front would be 
pulled back almost to Hawaii.” 

Kaya said that a lot of leftists 
claim Japan will become a bat- 
tleground in any future war if 
Japan maintains close ties with 
the United States. He challeng- 
ed this point of view. 


“If we do not maintain close 
ties with the United States, and 
if the United States does not 
defend Japan,” he said, “Japan 
is certain to become a battle- 
ground for the Communists will 
attack us and try to take us 
over.

About 1,500 people were pres- 
ent at the inauguration cere- 
mony. The audience included 
Japanese Education Minister 
Hirokichi Nadao, local Christian 
and educational leaders, foreign 
diplomats and members of the 
university faculty, students and 
graduates, 


At the ceremony, Cardinal 
Frings received an Honorary 
Doctor Degree of Philosophy 
from the university. 


Guests on the platform of 
honor included Monsignor Maxi- 
milian de Furstenberg, Aposto- 
lic Internuncio, and the Arch- 
bishop of Tokyo, Tatsuo Doi, 


Rev. Peter J. Herzog, rector, 
and Rev. Takashi F. X. Oizumi, 
president of the university, de- 
livered salutory addresses 
which were followed by con- 
gratulatory speeches by Educa- 
tion Minister Nadao; Dr. Kiku- 
matsu Itahéshi, director, Asso- 
ciation of Private Universities; 
and Dr. Jiro Matsuda, head of 
the Judiciary Research Center. 

Prior to the inauguration, 
Cardinal Frings met the press 
in an interview. 

A Japanese reporter asked 
the Archbishop about the West 
German Catholic Church’s stand 
on the use and tests of nuclear 
weapons. 

Cardinal Frings replied that 
the Catholic view on the issue 
is represented by Pope Pius 
XII’s recent statement, and 
emphasized the fact that the 
Pope’s statement did not favor 
outright banning of nuclear 
weapons tests. Cardinal Frings 
said the statement was very 
carefully worded so that it 
recocsnized the right of self-de- 
fense of each nation while 
pointing out the evils of nu- 
clear weapons. 

He added that he understood 
the sentiment of the Japanese 
people and sympathizes with 
their stand. He said he person- 
ally hopes that the nuclear 
bomb tests be stopped soon. 

At the news conference, the 

Cardinal also declared that the 
German people “admire the 
splendid (postwar) recovery of 
Japan. He said the two nations 
have been brought closer by the 
“commonly experienced misery 
of war and defeat.” 
Speaking of Japanese admira- 
tion for Germany’s “miracle” of 
economic achievements since 
the war, the Cardinal stressed 
that “greater even than Ger- 
many’s economic losses were her 
losses in the realm of the moral 
and spiritual values. To rebuild 
a lost sense of values is a harder 
task than rebuilding an economy 
and it is a task far from being 
completed.”

There are hundreds of dif-

In prewar 
days lessons were given in 
seven or eight gas companies 
which lent cooking rooms free 
of charge, but after the war a 
school building with up-to-date 
equipment was constructed in 
Shibuya where 2,500 to 3,000 
young girls are learning Japa- 
nese, Western and Chinese 
cooking.

Posture Important 
In Wearing Clothes

What is your standing? How 
do you carry yourself? 

If your posture is bad with 
protruding shoulder blades, 
head forward, neck curved, and 
buttocks protruding, the smart- 
est cape in the world won’t be 
able to cover up your bad 
points. What's more, the cape 
itself will be out of line. An- 
other look in your mirror will 
convince you of it. 

If there is only one exercise 
that you will follow faithfully 
each day for self improvement, 
this should be it.

Total Tops 
Nine Million 


With the total for the na- 
tion's. cotton spindles reaching 
9,020,000 as of March 31, the 
fear-d trend toward overpro- 
duction has reared its head, the 
Japan Cotton Spinners Associa- 
tion announced Friday. 

The announcement said the 
situation makes inevitable the 
curbing of production in the 
future. At the same time, it 
added, cotton mills must try to 
boost exports of their products 
and develop domestic demznd. 

The association said in the 
first quarter of this year, 271,- 
416,000 ibs. (678,540 bales) .of 
cotton yarn was produced. 

This was 3.9 per cent less 
than the previous quarter, 
when production attained a 
postwer record. 

The production amount for 
the first quarter, however, was 
22.7 per cent over the corre- 
sponding. period of last year. 

Cotton fabric output during 
the period under review totaled 
866,775,000 square yards or 2.5 
per cent less than the previous 
quarter but 18.1 per cent greater 
than the corresponding period 
of last year. 

Exports of cotton yarn during 
the first quarter amounted to 
8,720,000 Ibs., representing a 34.8 
per cent hike over the previous 
quarter but a 86 per cent 
shrinkage from the correspond- 
ing period of last year. 

Exports ‘of cotton fabrics 
reached 333,775,000 square 
yards, principally destined for 
Indonesia, Thailand and Hong- 
kong. 

The export figure was 12.5 
per cent less than the previous 
quarter and 8 per cent less than 
the corresponding period of 
last year. 

Exports of cotton piece goods 
amounted to 15,382,000 Ibs., or 
¥5,524 million. 

The first quarter period’s sup- 
ply of cotton goods for domes- 
tic use reached 163,580,000 Ibs. 
This was a monthly average of 
136,000 bales with a per capita 
allocation of 7.21 lbs. The total 
showed a 5.7 per cent reduction 
from the previous quarter but 
a 22.3 per cent increase over the 
corresponding period of last 
year. 

The association predicted that 
cotton yarn output during the 
second quarter (July-Septem- 
ber) will see a new record sur- 
passing the 230,000-bale month- 
ly level attained in the first 
qfiarter, which was a postwar 
high. 

Exports of cotton yarn and 
clath, however, will be lower 
than in the first quarter, it said. 


Cotton Mills Asked 
To Reduce Hours 


The Ministry of International 
Trade and Industry yesterday 
advised the nation’s spinning 
companies to strictly observe a 
308 weorking-days-a-year, a 16- 
hour-workday (two shifts) and 
a one-holiday-a-week system 
from June 1, 

The advice was given because 
a recent survey by the Ministry 
showed that more than 100 of 
the nation’s 147 cotton mills had 
instituted a more than 16-hour- 
workday (two-shift) system. 

Some of them even adopted a 
more than  22-hour-workday 
(two-shift) system. 

The Textile Industry Equip- 
ment Council has officially set

April Deposits Increase; 
Loans Dip ¥5,600 Million 


Deposits made with the na- 
tion’s 65 local banks rose by 
¥5,500 million in April, although 
the amount usually shows a de- 

line during the month. 

Total deposits as of the end of 
April reached ¥1,471,900 million. 

Meanwhile, loans extended by 
the banks during the month 
dropped by ¥5,600 million. Loans 
outstanding at the end of the 
month totaled ¥1,164,600 mil- 
lion. 

The increase in deposits was 
attributed mainly to over-dis- 
tribution of Government funds 
totaling ¥20,500 million, the 
‘greater part comprising Govern- 
ment’s tax grants to local en- 
tities and other funds connected 
closely with local affairs.

YOKOHAMA (Kyodo)—Six of 
the nation’s major cities, includ- 
ing Tokyo, Osaka and Yoko- 
hama decided to hold a joint ex- 
hibition of export merchandise 
in Chicago during the period 
from June 28 to July 14.

Zirconium Plant 
Opens Late May 


URAWA (Kyodo)—Work on 
Japan’s first plant for the pro- 
duction of zirconium, a vital 
metal used to construct atomic 
reactors, will be launched in 
Toda-machi, Saitama Prefecture, 
late this month. 

The plant is being set up by 
the Toyo Zirconium Company. 

The company _ successfully 
completed negotiations with 
local landowners yesterday to 
obtain some 19 acres of land for 
the projected plant through the 
good offices of the Saitama Pre- 
fectural Government. 

The main plant, with a floor 
space of about 2.5 acres, is ex- 
pected to be completed around 
May at a total cost of some 
¥900 million. It will produce 
about 30 tons of zirconium a 
month. 

The zirconium produced, valu- 
ed at about ¥9 million per ton, 
will be exported to the United 
States. The U.S. Atomic Energy 
Commission has put in an order 
for the metal.

To Step Up

Finance Minister Hayato Ike- 
da was urged Friday to discuss 
concrete steps to secure high- 
way construction loans from the 
World Bank when he meets 
visiting President Eugene Black 
of the World Bank next week.

Credit Tightening 


Twice in the last week, Japa- 
nese monetary authorities have 
moved to curb commercial cre- 
dit in an effort to reduce the 
current high level of imports 
which is producing steady de- 
ficits in the international ac- 
count, 


The first step, on Wednesday, 
wes raising the Bank of Japan's 
discount rate to commercial 
banks. The second, on the fol- 
lowing day, was the Finance 
Ministry’s decision to with- 
draw more than half of the Min- 
istry’s foreign exchange on de- 
posit with 11 authorized for- 
eign exchange banks. 


Thus, without fanfare or <«d- 
vance notice, Japanese financial 
authorities have quietly launch- 
ed a mild deflation policy. Their 
intent is not to reverse any 
present business trend but 
merely to slow down somewhat 
the nation’s rate of industrial 
expansion. 


Gentle But Persuasive 

The brakes as applied so far 
are gentle but persuasive. The 
Government did not, as it could 
have, choose the direct method 
of slashing foreign exchange 
allocations for imports or tight- 
ening up on import licenses. 
Instead, the financial authorities 
prefer to create an atmosphere 
where demand for imported 
goods would by itself decline. 

This approach is more subtle 
and less likely to panic business- 
men into a rush of. speculation 
and, inevitably, a sharp slump. 

The Bank of Japan rate hike 
is, as has been ‘pointed out, the 
second in less than two months. 
On March 20, the Bank raised 
its official discount rate on com- 
mercial bills to 7.665 per cent 
from 7.30. Because the applica- 
tion of penalty rates on exces- 
sive borrowing was simultane 
ously eased, this was not inter- 
preted as a real tightening of 
credit. The Bank of Japan was 
merely jockeying itself into a 
position from which it controls 
the money market more effec- 
tively if the need arose. 


The continued international 
deficit and the sharply expand- 
ing level of borrowing by com- 
mercial banks from the Bank 
of Japan, produced that need. 
And so the rate was again hiked 
last week—to 8.395, a consider- 
ably larger increase than before, 
which shows that this time they 
mean business. 


Tightcning of Credit 

The first effect of this boost, 
of course, is that the commercial 
banks may find it no longer as 
profitable to borrow from the 
Bank of Japan in order to sup- 
ply credit to industrial borrow- 
ers. And the increase will na- 
turally be reflected in a rise in 
all interest rates and,in a gen- 
eral tightening of credit. This 
in turn will slow down eco- 
nomic expansion and curtail de- 
mand for imported materials ne- 
cessary for expansion. 


The other move, withdrawing 
foreign exchange deposits, is 
both more restricted in its ef- 
fects and more difficult to ex- 
plain. In effect, it links import 


Fe tightening in the domestic 
money market, 

The 11 foreign exchange 
banks have held these funds on 
deposit for the Finance Minis- 
try. They are funds which 
could be loaned for import 
transactions, at lower foreign 
usance rates. 


Withdrawing them forces the 
banks (and importers) to buy, 
rather than merely borrow, for- 
eign exchange. For this, they 
need yen, and since the cost of 
borrowing yen has been upped, 
the net result will be to discour- 
age such credit transactions. 
This is a supplemental move to 
the Bank of Japan’s interest 
boost. 

Timely Action ; 

The Bank of Japan’s action 
was timely; four months now 
have seen large deficits in 
Japan’s international balance. 
Though coming a scant seven 
weeks after the previous revi- 
sion, a positive move was clear- 
ly called for. 

The question now is whether 
this will do the trick or still 
stronger action is needed. 
Moreover, any rate hike inevi- 
tably carries undesirable effects: 
with most Japanese firms living 
on borrowed capital, business 
costs will rise. And it will tend 
to. discourage some producers 
from making badly-needed im- 
provements in plant machinery 
and equipment—improvements 
which would contribute to bet- 
ter products for export. 

But such repercussions are 
likely to be relatively slight. In 
the last few years, industrial 
producers have been salting 
away large chunks of their 
profits into reserves. The result 
is that they are far less depend- 
ent on bank credit than before. 
For such firms, modernization 
will continue without difficul- 
ty. 

Speculation Discouraged 

What will be discouraged is 
the marginal, semispeculative 
investment, where a manufac- 
turer is gambling on an in- 
crease in* foreign or domestic 
demand and is expanding his 
capacity to meet it. Again, this 
also does not apply to all; some 
metals producers, for example, 
should expand and undoubtedly 
will. 

But the higher interest rate 
makes the investor considerab- 
lv more careful about spending 
his borrowed funds. He will re- 
quire stronger justification for 
a specific investment than be- 
fore. : 

As far as exports go, condi- 
tions are ripe for a slowdown 
in the rate of production. Ja- 
pan’s foreign sales are levelling 
off, and there is now less rea- 
son for outright expansion of 
factories for export. 

The uncertain factor is 
domestic demand. If, as some 
observers fear, consumer Duy- 
ing soars upward this year, ex- 
porters will tend to turn to the 
more buoyant domestic arket 
—further aggravating balance 
of payments problems. In such
